was county auditor and chairman of 
the Summit county Republican com 
mittee.

doubtful. 
McKinley gave him a repu­ 
tation among state leaders and work­ 
ers. In 1892 he was unanimously elect­

McKinley had determined to be a can­ 
didate for president in 1896 and he 
desired a man of action, of brains, at 
the head of political factions in his 
own state. 
That was less than 12 years ago. 
D4ck's reputation was only local. Since 
that time he has climbed far and fast. 
He has led the Republicans of Ohio 
to victory ten times. 
He has served 
six years in congress. 
He has had 
control of both of Mr. Hanna’s <*am- 
paigns for a seat in the senate—cam­ 
paigns of tremendous force, bitterness 
and importance. 
He was the predom 
inant intellect 
when McKinley was 
elected governor and also when Mc­ 
Kinley was re-elected to that office 
He is the unbeaten general of the Re­ 
publican party in Ohio. 
In the campaign of 1896, when Mc­ 
Kinley was running against 
Bryan. 
Charles Dick organized the Republican 
headquarters in Chicago, as secretary 
of the national committee. 
He sent 
hundreds of tons of campaign litera­ 
ture into the west and into the east 
between the 13th of August and elec­ 
tion day in November.

Japan did not Issue a declaration of 
war until the lith of February, she 
has been guilty of a flagrant breach 
of the principles of international law 
in making us early as the eighth of 
February, most unwarranted attacks 
on Russian men-of war and merchant 
vessels.
